POST IN ACCORDANCE WITH GRANTEE S WISHES AND POST'S OPIN- 
ION OF WHAT IS SUITABLE AND APPROPRIATE. BRADY REQUESTS, 
HOWEVER, THAT EMBASSY/USIS NOT BE USED FOR INTERVIEWS IN 
ORDER TO PRESERVE NON-GOVERNMENTAL APPEARANCE OF STUDY. 
IN PREVIOUS PILOT STUDY, SHE FOUND GRANTEES WERE MORE 
OPEN IN 'NEUTRAL' LOCATIONS. POST SHOULD NOT SCHEDULE 
MORE THAN TWO INTERVIEWS PER DAY-ONE IN MORNING AND ONE 
IN AFTERNOON. POST MAY USE WHATEVER APPROACH IT CON- 
SIDERS APPROPRIATE, BUT MAY WISH TO EMPHASIZE THAT THIS
